Another instance of the many 
evils of the muitsa: system in 
Hongkong was afforded by 
a case heard before Mr. 
R E. Lindsell, . at the 
Police Court this morning, when 
3 Chinesa woman was charged in 
conneeti-n. with an offence whase 
unexampled cruelty drew from 
the Magistrate the observation 
that “itis the Hikes of you that 
bring discredit on the aui-tsai 
syrtem in Hongkong”. 

The muitsal in question is 
nine years af age, and she had to 
bo removed to the Government 
Tivil Hospical aa the result of a 
severe beating she underwent at 
the hands of the defendant. Life 
since har transferinto the hands 
af her present mistress on the 
payment of a fow dollars, had not 
been a conspicnousty happy one, 
for, in addition to the many 
beatings she received, of which 
the one under jnvestization was 
an instance, she was underfed, 
and the marks of this privation 
were only too evident when she

appeared as a witness in the case 
before his Worghip this morning.

. THE JAPANESE DIET 
IN SESSION. 


Address by the Premier. . 


By courtesy of the Japanese 
Consul-Genaral we are enabled to 
give the text of an address to the 
Diet detivered at the end of last 
week by the Premier, Mtr Ky 
Hara 

“Ik need hardly be ‘said that, 
consequent upon the Peace Con- 
ference of 1919, the responsibilities 
of our country have greatly in- 
creased as regards its contribution 
to the peace of the world. , 

“ Accordingly united efforts of 
the whole nation are more than 
ever required for the growth of 
the national resources and ,en- 
hancement of the cational pree 
tige. And inasmuch as it is 
an undeniable fact thar 
the external development 
of the country depands upon the 
growth of the national strength, 
the Government is conducting 
affairs of State in accordance 
with this principle, so far as the 
cutumstanuces and finances of 
the country permit. As to foreign 
relations of the country, I am 
happy to say that we are on good 
terms with all foreign countries. 
True that there are now, as at 
other times, some questious 
pending, sush as the Califor- 
nian and Chientao questions. 
In the ‘case of the 
Californian question, however, 
the authorities concerned, both 
American and Japanese, ere now 
engaged in s discussion thereat 
in the most friendJy spirit, the 
government anticipating a satis- 
factory settlement. 

“About Chientao, the question 
of the despatch of our troops to 
that disfruct is only a temporary 
measure demanded by necessity 
and self-defence in the presence 
of distorbing conditions as 
evidenced in the acts of those 
outlaws who. had burns 
our Consulate at Hunchun aod 
killed and wounded our country- 
men there. AS soon as orderand 
security in that district are 
assured, for which the Chinese 
Government is primarily respon- 
sible, these troops will, of course, 
be withdrawn,as announced on 
the occasion of their despaiech. la 
fact, with the exception of small 
detachments, .thesa trogps have 
already been withdrawn. ° 

“Concerning other questions, 
the Government, actuated as they

Five sobmarinea dived for undersea practica, bat 
only {our reappeared, <A flotilla of destroyers searched in vain. The 
remaining four submarines ‘were ordered to proceed to Vigo.

It is bell eved the submarine was manned by six offleers and fifty 
toen. The K. clasa are big fleet submarines, capable of cruising 
at ses with the Grand Fleet, Their average langth is S40 feet, with 
$3 feet beam. They are armed with one four-inch gun and one 
threeinch, as well as antiaircraft guns. They are driven by geared 
turbines from oilfired boilers, Their surface speed is twenty-four 
> knots, and submerged ten knots. It is understood the disaster oc- 
curred about a Rundred miles frem Land's End ,

Is is 
Interesting jo recall that the divulgance of the specifications of the 
E type ater the war created as:onishment, particularly in Germany,
